Famous Men Among the Dead. 

It was these two craft that found afloat the few life boats 
that were launched from the stricken ship and picked up the sur- 
vivors they contained. Three hundred and thirty-nine were saved 
by the Lady Evelyn and 60 by the Eureka. Among those saved 
was Capt. H. G. Kendall of the Empress. 

Most of the first-class passengers apparently perished. Among 
those in the first cabin were Sir Henry Seton Karr a noted English 
Jawyer and big game hunter and Laurence Irving, son of the late 
Sir,Henry Irving, and his wife, Mabel Hackney.Of 140 Canadian 
Salvation Army members on board, only 20 were rescued. - They 
had left Quebec yesterday, bound for the army ’s international con- 
ference in London. 


Villagers Give Aid to Survivors. 
So quickly did the Empress sink that those passengers fortu- 


nate enough to get into the lifeboats found themselves garbed only 
in their night eluthes. No baggage was saved. The condition of 
the survivors Was pitiable. The arms and legs of some were broken 
and all had suffered terribly. L. E. Gossetin, a prominent lawyer 
from Montreal, saved Nimself by elinging to a raft. 

When the rescue ships docked here the station platform was 
converted into a hospital and the townspeople, bringing food and 
clothing, united to aid the sufferers. 

Twelve bodies lay side by side on the wharf. They were 


passengers who had made the lifeboats but were fatally hurt. 
The residents of Rimouski, numbering 3000, came silently to 


the dock where the dead and exhausted living were being landed, 
and under the direction of the Mayor, H. R. Fiset, gave aid 
wherever possible. Every doctor in the town was on the scene and 
many of the injured were taken to private homes, From cedar 
chests and closets the townsfolk brought garments of all descrip- 
tions for those who had lost their belongings. Two headquarters 
were established—at the wharf and at the station of the Inter- 
colonial Railway. At the station those injured and not removed to 
homes were cared for.

It wasn’t altogether the hash 
that he struck on, he explained.. His 
prison factory task 
raised from 28 \ to 
overalls, putting 
buckles, two hip and the rule and watch 
pockets. He tried to explain that he 
could not do the ‘task, he said. The 
yringg, he declared, made his wrists 
numb, and sometimes made a blister. 

“You get hungty, you Know,” he said. 
“It is hard to stand up. You feel kinda 
wan, like you got a whole lot of heats 
in your head, and you want to get down 
right bad. After a while you get used 
to it. I got sick the first few days 
I was up. The doctor gave me medi- 
cine, but did not let me down. When 
they let me down I felt like something 
was pulling my arms out of place,” 

On cross examination he said his kid- 
neys were out of order, and he had a 
pain in his heart sometimes, but he 
thought he could have made the 31 
pairs of overalls if he had tried right 
hard. He would have tried harder if 
he had dee. sure that he could make 
them, he declared. 

He then said he did not really strike 
on the hash, but it was the morning 
that others did, and he refused to ‘work 
on account of it, and he was charged 
with the others. He suffered no per- 
manent injury from the rings except 
a scar on his wrist, he stated. 


Youth Tells of Rings. 


Earl Raines, 19 years old, told in his 
deposition that he was put in the rings 
three days after he, a 16-year-old boy, 
arrived at the institution, and punished 
for doing bad work.

The body was viewed by friends and 
relatives this afternoon at the home of

The ceiling of the 
cellar must have been unusually high, 
he said, as he could not reach it by 
holding his hand above his head and 
jumping. 

Heard Woman Speak Italian. 

Patmont's captors, he sald, never 
spoke to him, but once when the trap 
door had been opened to lower a bucket 
of water to him he thought he heard 
a woman speaking Italian. Two of his 
abductors talked Italian while in the 
automobile, he said, but in such low 
tones he could not tell what they were 
saying, although he understands the 
language. He thought he heard one of 
the men address the other as Rinaldo. 

On what he knows to have been the 
fifty-first day of his captivity he heard 
the noise of an automobile engine, he 
said, and he felt that his captors were 
coming to take him away.

Hours a Day at $1.50 a 
Month for 7 Rooms. 


A rate war between the American 
Light and Power Co., a subsidiary’ of 


the North American Co., and the St. 
Charles Electric Light and Power Co. 
is giving St. Charles consumers 
cheapest electricity they have 
known. 

The American, which gets its current 
from the Keokuk dam, has announced 
a flat rate of $1.50 a month for a seven- 
room house. This rate gives the con- 
sumer the privilege of using one elec- 
tric fah, electrie irons and of burning 
his lights % hours a day if he wishes. 
If the consumer has a six-room house 
he may inelude the lighting of his barn 
at the $1.50 rate, 

The new rate was promptly met by the 
St. Charles Electric Light and Power 
Co., which has been in business for 30 
years. The old company announced that 
it would make a flat rate not only for 
residences, but also for business houses. 

The St. Charles rate war is being 
watched with eager interest by other 
electric companies. The Public Service 
Commission has also taken cognizance 
of the conditions prevailing where there 
is active competition. The new com- 
pany was granted a franchise in St. 
Charles 18 months ago, and has been 
serving consumers more than a year.

Webster Groves Marshal Solves 
Shooting Mystery by Arrest 
of Boys, 16 and 18. 


WOMAN GIVES FIRST CLEW 
One Youth Captured at Home in 
Kansas, the Other as He T ries 
to Board Freight Train. 


The mysterious shooting by robbers of 
J. H. Crompton in Webster Groves the 
night of May 21 has been cleared up 
through the persistent efforts of City 
Marshal Fred Knickmann. Crompton, 
who was shot in the hip and severely 
wounded, could give only a vague de- 
scription of his masked assailants, who 
ran after firing one shot. When Mar- 
shal Knickmann, at 11 p. m. Thursday 
—one week to the hour after the shoot- 
ing—placed David Merrick, 16, of 7173 
Wilmington court, and Henry Foster. 
18, of Rosedale, Kan., in the jafl at 
Webster Groves he obtained confessions 
from the two youths. 

Marshal Knickmann returned early in 
the evening from Rosedale with Foster, 
and he remained on the job until he 
captured young Merrick as the youth 
was attempting to board a _ Frisco 
freight train in Tuxedo. 

Immediately after the shooting 
Knickmann made inquiry in the neigh- 
borhood where the holdup was at- 
tempted. A Mrs. Lott, living at Provi- 
dence and Summitt avenues, heard the 
shot, and thinking that her husband was 
being held up, turned on a porch light. 
She saw two youths wearing caps, and 
one a gray suit and the other a blue, 
run past her house. She gave the Mar- 
shal the best description she could. 


Another Clew in Hordware Store. 


Knickmann visited all the hardware 
stores in Kirkwood, Webster Groves 
and Maplewood. In Maplewoc he 
learned that two boys bought an old- 
style derringer, and that their de- 
scription tallied with that given him 
by Mrs. Lott. 

Knickmann made a canvass of WeD- 
ster Groves and Maplewood to find 
if there were any missing youths, He 
found that Foster and Merrick, cad- 
dies at the St. Louis Country Club, 
were together most of the time, and 
that neither had returned to his usual 
haunts since the shooting. 

At the Country Club he found that 
Foster lived at 1510 Dodd street, 
Rosedale, Kan. He sent a ‘telegram 
to the Chief of Police there to arrest 
Foster if he had returned home, With- 
in a few hours he got a reply that 
Foster was under arrest, and that 
Merrick had been there, but escaped. 

Knickmann went to Rosedale and 
brought Foster back with him. As 
soon as he put him in jail he went 
to the Wilmington court address and 
found that Merrick had departed. 
Knickmann called all the railroad de- 
tectives in Maplewood and Webster 
Groves by telephone and asked them 
to be on the lookout for the youth. 
He assigned himself to the Tuxedo 
station. 

Youth Arrested, Confesses. 

When the freight train pulled in, 
he saw a youth attempt to board it. 
He arrested him and before he got 
him to the Webster jail had obtained 
from him a confession, corroborating 


the confession already made by Fos- 
ter. 


The boys laughed when they de- 
scribed the shooting of Crompton. 
They said he leaped three feet into 
the air and screamed when he was 
shot, and turned and ran away s0 
quickly that they had no chance to 
rob him. The Foster boy had the 
two-barrel derringer in his pocket 
when he was arrested. 

The Masonic Lodge of Webster 
Groves, of which Crompton was a 
member, offered a reward of $100 for 
the capture of the highwaymen, and 
the Business Men's League of Web- 
ster an additional $100. Crompton is 


an official of the Weidlich Jewelry 
Co. at 510 Locust street. 


Shapleigh Firm Celebrates Golden 
Jubilee of Its Trade- Mark. 

All thie month the Shapleigh Hard- 
ware Co. has been celebrating the gold- 
en jubilee of its diamond edge trade- 
mark and the firm has been receiving 
congratulations by wire and letter from 
all parts of the United States. 

The diamond edge trade-mark was 
first used by Shapleigh on May W, 1864, 
and the firm has assurances from mem- 
bers ‘of Congress and other authorities 
in Washington, D. C., that it was the 
first trade-mark .to be used on edge 
tools in the .country. Since then the 
mark has been used continuously. 

It was not until 1881 that Congress 
passed the present copyright and trade- 
mark laws. By that time, however, the 
diamond edge mark had become known 
from coast to coast and from Canada 
to the gulf as well as in many coun- 
tries in Burope. 

The Shapleigh firm.was established in 
St. Louls by A. F. Shapleigh, who died 
nearly a dozen years ago, in 1343, and 
it was the first hardware jobbing con- 
cern in the West. Since it was started 
the business has kept steady pace with 
the growth of the city.

Stage Whispers and 
Cries of Vendors 
Annoy Spectators 
STAGE whisper is supposed to 
A be thrilling, but a Pageant- 
stage whisper is merely an- 
noying, as Pageant’ and Masque 
spectators learned several times 
when members of the cast momen- 
tarily forgot themselves. 

Hoarse calls of “Gangway!’’ or 
All right!“ do not comport with 
dramatic solemnity, but such 
sounds broke in several times, from 
the wings and from the water near 
the stage, where barges and ca- 
noes were being made ready for 
different scenes. A more unpardon- 
able, because wholly ~zinnecessary, 
annoyance, was the shouting of 
peanut and soda vendors, who, 
however, were stopped as soon as 
policemen or boy scout masters 
could get to them. 

Four nearly naked boys, actors 
in an earlier scene, in two canoes, 
paddied about the lagoon during 
the last part of the Masque. They 
distracted the attention of specta- 
tors, who wondered whether they 
were part of the show, and what 
was a worse offense, they spoiled 
the beautiful reflection which the 
Masque scene would otherwise have

Enthusiasm Over Masque. 

With the beginning of the Masque a 
different spirit fell over the multitude. 
from idle curiosity it passed to enthu- 
siasm and then frankly surrendered it- 
self to the magic of the gorgeous pan- 
orama unfolded on the stage. 

But even at the beginning of the 
Masque, many of those present found 
themselves torn between two impulses.

Cauliflower and Bean Salad. 

Cold cooked vegetables can be used, 
but if you are cooking strimg beans 
for it do not cut them into strips; 
merely trim them. For the dressing 
take six tablespoons of olive oil, one 
tablespoon of tarragon vinegar, one 
tablespoon of white vinegar, salt and 
pepper, the yolk of one egg, a little 
chopped parsley. Trim the beans, 
throw them into saucepan of fast 
boiling salted water, and, with the 
lid off the pan, boil until tender. 
Drain off the water and put the 
beans in a dish of cold water for 10 
minutes, then drain them well; break 
a nicely boiled cauliflower into sprigs 
when cold, and pile them up in the 
center of a salad bowl. If the flavor 
of onion is liked, first rub the inside 
of the bowl with a slice of onion or 
garlic. Mix the oil, vinegar, salt and 
pepper; pour half of this dressing over 
the cauliflower; beat up the yolk of 
an egg, add the rest of, the dressing 
gradually to it; then toss the beans 
about in this mixture and arrange 
around the cauliflower. Sprinkle with 
a little chopped parsely and serve.

Peel six good-sized potatoes and 
with a potato scoop dig out as many 
pleces as you posstbly can.

Cauliflower and Bean Salad. 

Cold cooked vegetables can be used, 
but if you are cooking strimg beans 
for it do not cut them into strips; 
merely trim them. For the dressing 
take six tablespoons of olive oil, one 
tablespoon of tarragon vinegar, one 
tablespoon of white vinegar, salt and 
pepper, the yolk of one egg, a little 
chopped parsley. Trim the beans, 
throw them into saucepan of fast 
boiling salted water, and, with the 
lid off the pan, boil until tender. 
Drain off the water and put the 
beans in a dish of cold water for 10 
minutes, then drain them well; break 
a nicely boiled cauliflower into sprigs 
when cold, and pile them up in the 
center of a salad bowl. If the flavor 
of onion is liked, first rub the inside 
of the bowl with a slice of onion or 
garlic. Mix the oil, vinegar, salt and 
pepper; pour half of this dressing over 
the cauliflower; beat up the yolk of 
an egg, add the rest of, the dressing 
gradually to it; then toss the beans 
about in this mixture and arrange 
around the cauliflower. Sprinkle with 
a little chopped parsely and serve. 


Parisian Potatoes, 

Peel six good-sized potatoes and 
with a potato scoop dig out as many 
pieces as you posstbly can. Wash 
well, drain and place in a sautoire 
with 1% tablespoons mrelted leaf lard. 
Season with a teaspoon of salt ‘and 
% light teaspoon white pepper. Then 
set in a brisk oven for 30 miutes, 
carefully turning over occassionally 
in order to get a nice color all around. 
Remove, dress on a hot dish and serve. 


Prune Snowpballs. 
Soak one cup or more of prunes in 


a dish of boiled rice and a number of 
small pudding cloths wrung out in 
cold water. Lay these one at atime 
over a small bow! and spread the rice 
on it, about half an inch thick. Put 
three prunes in the center, draw up 
the cloth until the prunes are covered 


with rice, tie tightly and steam for 
10 minutes. Turn out on a hot dish 
and serve with a lemon or wine sauce.

Take a cup of dried lima beana, 
wash and soak them overnight in a 
quart of cold water. Boil slowly until 
tender, adding a littlemore water if 
needed while cooking. Mash through a 
sieve, .season with a teaspoon of salt 
a dash of cayenne and white pepper, 
two tablespoons of minced celery; re- 
turn to fire. Adda pint of fresh milk, 


with one scant taVlespoon of flour, to 
be stirred in and cooked for five 
minutes before soup is taken from
